The Pacific Odd Fellow lias been 
enl arged.

There are nine feet of snow at Pratt­ 
ville, Plumas county. 
Thirteen carloads of immigrants ar­ 
rived at Sacramento last week. 
There is hut a single orange tree in 
the Cajon valley, hut it hears luxuri­ 
antly. 
R. J. Page is recommended for Post­ 
master of Placerville, and R. M. Has­ 
kins of Nevada City. 
Governor Davis of Minnesota lias 
vetoed the hill passed by the Legisla­ 
ture to increase his pay. 
New-crop Tahiti oranges are arriv­ 
ing in Han Francisco, and prices are 
weakening accordingly. 
J. A. Clayton has received from the 
East thirteen prairie chickens, which 
lie will turn loose to breed. 
There have been fifty-six days of 
storm in Downieville the present Win­ 
ter, and more in prospect. 
Under the new apportionment hill 
Han Francisco will he entitled to ten 
Senators ami twenty Assemblymen. 
The Union has been shown a rich 
specimen of gold taken from a recently 
.discovered vein in Sun Diego county. 
The colored citizens of San Fran­ 
cisco met on the 13th and passed reso­ 
lutions eulogistic of Senator Sumner. 
Sharpe, the inventor of the rifle hear­ 
ing his name, died a few days ago at 
Vernon, Connecticut, of hermorliage of 
the lungs. 
One hundred and fifty grocers of San 
Francisco have met and organized for 
defense against the temperance move­ 
ment. 
The Han Francisco Peal Estate Re­ 
porter lias been enlarged by the addi­ 
tion of a column to each page, and is 
otherwise greatly improved. 
The Solano county Grangers are 
moving for the shipment of grain in 
bulk, and solicit Patrons throughout 
the State to co-operate with them. 
Hon. Edmund Smith, a member of 
the Ohio Constitutional Convention, 
fell dead on Friday evening while 
talking with the clerk at his hotel. 
Blakely, whose trial at Santa Cruz 
lias just terminated by the disagree­ 
ment of the juiy, has been discharged 
by order of the court, and is now free. 
Harry Shreives, a well known con­ 
ductor on the Virginia and Truckee 
Railroad, died at Carson on Wednes­ 
day evening after several months' ill­ 
ness. 
The snow blockade has reached 
England, a heavy storm on the 12th 
having drifted in the trains, and in 
some places covered up the station 
houses. 
Colonel Boulware, a prominent citi­ 
zen of Sutter county, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Second California Vol­ 
unteers, died on his farm near Boar 
l'ivCv a few days since. 
A man named Jacob ltitzer was 
found dead in his cabin near George­ 
town, El Dorado county, on the 5th 
instant. It is supposed he liad been 
dead several days when discovered. 
Senator Sumner has left his papers 
And manuscript to H. W. Longfellow, 
Francis E. Black and Edward L 
Pierce as trustees, and his books and 
autographs to the library of Harvard 
College. 
A twenty-mile trotting match has 
been made between Treat’s mare, 
Mattie Howard, and Armstrong’s John 
Stewart, to come off' on the Oakland 
trotting track between the 1st and 7th 
of April, for $1,500 a side. 


A Decayed Village. 
The village of Batsto, in southern 
New Jersey, which was swept by fire 
February 24th, is one of the most in­ 
teresting dead places in the country. 
Like all original settlements in that 
region it contained one great manor- 
house with dependencies, the relics of 
days \rhen slavery was a native insti­ 
tution, and a great number of mean 
dwellings in which the glass-factory 
laborers dwelt. The newer portion of 
the village was the portion burned, 
but the estimated loss ($80,000) must 
be exaggerated. Twenty years ago 
the prosperity of the Richard family, 
who for three generations have been 
Batsto’s large lauded proprietors and 
owners of the foundry and glassworks, 
began to decay, and the place followed 
suit; yet it was at one time an impor­ 
tant manufacturing town, and still 
contains the foundations intact of the 
iron furnace built ten years before the 
Revolution, which supplied the patriot 
army with much of their ordnance 
and ammunition. 
Advices from Eastern Siskiyou give 
fearful accounts of the loss of cattle 
and sheep by cold weather and starva­ 
tion. In some valleys every animal 
is dead. ________________ 
The Tamalpals Hotel, San Rafael, is 
vacant. 


Late Telegrams, 


EA STERN . 


B o ston, March 15th. 
The committee in charge finding 
that the body and face of Sumner bad 
greatly changed, did not open the 
coffin to-day. An immense crowd 
passed through Doric Hall, leaving 
decorations and floral tributes. 
S p r in g f ie l d , Mass., March 15 th. 
A letter from Sumner to a personal 
friend dated March 20,1873, states that 
his sickness resulted from injuries re­ 
ceived seventeen years before. He la­ 
ments the fact that Americans hud a 
false conception of his stand on the 
battle-flag question. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , March 15th. 
Owing to the non-conviction of the 
parties indicted for selling liquor on 
Sunday last, the police have been in­ 
structed merely to report the names of 
parties keeping open house, and to 
arrest only in cases of flagrant viola­ 
tion of the law', thus winking at the 
side-door business. 
N e w Y o r k , M arch 16th. 
Judge Bradley has granted the mo­ 
tion of Tweed’s counsel to amend the 
clerk’s record of Tweed’s sentence to 
conform to Judge Davis’ language as 
taken by the stenographers, thus sub­ 
stituting the county jail for the peni­ 
tentiary. W a s h in g t o n , March 16th. 
The House Committee on the Pacific 
Railroads will hold a special meeting 
to-morrow to consult with the Govern­ 
ment Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad in relation to proposed legis­ 
lation regulating the subsidized rail­ 
roads. The operations of the Wyom­ 
ing Coal Company and other inside 
rings are to be investigated. The 
question of the further exemption of 
railroad lands from taxation, the pro­ 
priety of having the principal office of 
the Union Pacific Company removed 
from Boston to some point on the line 
of the road and some other matters re­ 
quiring legislation will be considered. 
N e w Y o r k, March 16th. 
The Cubans of this city have receiv­ 
ed information of an uprising of slaves 
on sugar estates in the district of 
Maret about forty miles from Havana 
in the neighborhood of Bahia Honda. 
The uprising began on the estate of 
Jazuirre, fomented by poor planters 
who are under the impression that if 
the slaves should rise in their vicinity 
the authorities would feel bound to 
arm the whites to maintain their 
power at home and thereby prevent 
them from being sent to fight in the 
Eastern portion of the island. The 
Captain-General has ordered troops to 
the vicinity of the trouble. 


F O R E ICN N EW S. 
H a v a n a , March 16th. 
* Letter gives another account of the 
attack upon the volunteers between 
Neuvitas and Porte Principe. It 
seems that upon the arrival of the 
first band of volunteers at Neuvitas, 
they found the railroad leading to 
Porte Principe cut, and attempted to 
march to the latter place when they 
were attacked by Cubans, losing 
twenty-five killed and seventy wound­ 
ed. The remainder retired to Neu­ 
vitas. 
P a r is , March 15th. 
The Paris papers publish a corre­ 
spondence which shows that the Em­ 
press Eugenie and her son have final­ 
ly broken off relations with Prince 
Napoleon because he has refused to go 
to Chisselhurst to-morrow. 
L o n d o n, March 15th. 
A meeting in favor of Fenian am­ 
nesty in Hyde Park to-day was at­ 
tended by twenty thousand people. 
Good order prevailed. 


Pacific Coast Dispatches. 


SAN F R A N C ISCO. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , March 16th. 
Colonel Oliver Robie, formerly in 
the U. S. army and an attache of the 
Custom-house in this city, and re­ 
cently proprietor of a necktie factory, 
committed suicide to-day by shooting 
hitfrnelf through the head, at a room in 
a house on Washington street. He 
shot himself twice through the head. 
The reason for the suicide is unknown. 
Josephine Moulton bled to death 
last night from the rupture of a vari­ 
cose vein in the left leg. Bho was 
found by an officer in the alley off 
Broadway near Montgomery, and was 
taken to her residence, where she soon 
expired. 
The body of a female infant was 
found on the beach of the Potrero, 
n ear Hunter’s Point, to-day. A case 
of infanticide. 
About 10 o’clock last night at the 
corner of First and Mission streets, 
Win. Handley stabbed a widow, Mary 
O’Connor and her son, inflicting 
wounds that may prove fatal. He 
wished to marry Mrs. O’Connor, and 
on her refusing to do so, he attacked 
her with a knife, cutting her severely 
in the face and neck. Her sou came 
to her assistance, and tho fellow, mad 
with liquor, stabbed him. He was 
finally disarmed and taken into cus­ 
tody. 
Young O’Connor, who was stabbed 
last night by Win. Hanlon, is still 


alive, but there are no hopes of his re­ 
covery. Hanlon wounded himself 
with ids knife and was struck with an 
axe during the efforts to arrest him, 
but he is not seriously hurt. 


SA C R A M ENTO.

S a c ra m e n to , March lGtli 
The revised charter for the city of 
Los Angeles lias passed the Senate 
with only verbal amendments. It 
will pass the Assembly at once and 
without opposition. 
Senator Martin of Placer county, lias 
reintroduced the bill to erect the new 
county of Orange out of the southern 
portion of the county of Los Angeles, 
and there is a strong lobby force work­ 
ing earnestly for its passage before the 
close of the session. 


The New Steamship Granda. 
The Chronicle gives the .following 
description of the new iron vessel be­ 
longing to tho Pacific Mail line that 
arrived a few days since from New 
York: 
The Granada is a propeller of 2,572.38 
tons, new measurement, capable of 
carrying about 4,000 tons. She was 
built by Harlen & Hollinsworth, at 
Wilmington, Delaware, in 1873, at a 
cost of $600,000, complete. The hull is 
of iron and of the following dimen­ 
sions: 
Length over all, 300 feet; breadth, 
extreme, 40 feet; depth in hold, 30 
feet; draft ot water aft, laden, 19 feet. 
The outside plating is five eights of an 
Inch thick, and all the work about the 
hull bears evidence of having been 
done in the most conscientious and 
workmanlike manner. The model of 
the ship is American, having a 
straight stem and a graceful, light 
round stern. Her amidship section is 
perfectly flat on the floors, with a very 
quick turn of bilge. She is not built 
for speed, but the intention of making 
her a commodious and safe ocean 
steamer lias been fully carried out. 
The contract speed was eleven knots, 
which has been exceeded. There are 
four decks, of which the steerage, spar 
and hurricane decks run the entire 
length of the vessel. It is in more 
than one respect a valuable acquisi­ 
tion to the steamship fieet on this 
side. Except that she is twelve feet 
shorter than the Colina, she is aeoun- 
terpart of that ship. Hhe is brig-rig­ 
ged, with double top-sail yards, and is 
capable of taking good care of herself 
under sail alone in case of her ma­ 
chinery being disabled. Hhe is divided 
into five water-tight compartments, 
and is also well supplied with fire ex­ 
tinguishing apparatus. Oh the hur­ 
ricane deck, running clear fore and 
aft, is the pilot-house, the state-rooms 
foj first, second and third officers, and 
a social hall from which a staircase 
leads down to the spar-deck. The 
saloon is about sixty feet long of an 
average width of ten feet. It is hand­ 
somely furnished and carpeted. The 
sides are painted in delicate colors, to 
which the columns of birds’ eye maple, 
forms a beautiful contrast. A piano 
of good make and an organ, probably 
equally good, but not so much appre­ 
ciated, are placed close together in the 
saloon. There are twenty-three state­ 
rooms, light, well ventilated and fur­ 
nished on either side of the saloon, all 
opening to the outside or into the 
passageway. Immediately aft of the 
saloon is the gentlemen’s smoking- 
room, which is a decided improvement 
on the former arrangements, where 
ladies and gentlemen were inconve­ 
nienced for the want of a bachelor’s 
home. 
Here if any lady comes aft where not 
wanted, let her take the consequences. 
On the maindeck aft is the ladies’ 
toilet, and on either side of the ship 
twelve double staterooms and a bridal 
room, making twenty-six rooms in all. 
The passage way between the state­ 
rooms forms a part of the lower cabin 
or dining saloon, where 100 persons 
can be seated at one time. The en­ 
gines are compound, of 500 nominal 
horse-power, capable of being worked 
up to 1,450 actual horse-power. With 
a consumption of some twenty-five 
tons of coal, carrying sixty pounds o 
steam, and the propeller making six­ 
ty-two revolutions per minute, the 
vessel will attain a speed of twelve 
knots. The cylinders are fifty-six and 
fifty-eight inches, with a stroke of 
three and a half feet. There are four 
high-pressure boilers, each ten feet 
long by 150 inches in diameter, the 
shells of which are three-quarters of an 
inch thick, and have been subjected to 
a hydrostatic pressure of ninety-eight 
pounds per square inch. The engine 
and boilers were built by Elder & Co., 
Glasgow, 1873. at a cost of $250,000. 
the propeller Is a four-bladed “Grif­ 
fith,” sixteen feet three inches inches 
in diameter and twenty-three feet 
pitch. The coal-bunkers will hold about 
500 tons of coal, which would be suffi­ 
cient fuel for the vessel for twenty-six 
days under an average speed of eleven 
knots. The safety of passengers in 
case of any accident at sea has been 
provided for to a greater extent than 
yet observed on any other vessel, 
There are eight life-boats, seven of 
which are metallic, and two of Hon. 
H. C. Coggins’ patent rafts, capable of 
carrying, it is said, fifty persons each. 
She is also provided with 400 life-pre­ 
servers. As she is only licensed to 
carry 140 cabin and 185 Bteerage pas­ 
sengers, and her complement of offi­ 
cers and crew is 83, it will be seen 
that she is amply provided with life- 
saving apparatus. The Granada left 
New York December 20th, and made 
the run in seventy-eight (lays, two 
hours and fifteen minutes. She called 
at Lota, Chili, for coal, and again at 
Panama. The running time was sixty- 
two days, twelve hours and thirty- 
nine minutes, during which time she 
consumed 1,455 tons of coal, running a 
distance of 14,387 miles. The greatest 
number of miles run in one day under 
steam alone was 331 miles. The aver­ 
age daily consumption of coal from 
New York to Lota under three boilers 
was but nineteen tons. The propeller 
during the trip made 4,666,530 revolu­ 
tions and traveled 3,256 miles more 
than the ship had, which is about 8 
percent slip. The Granada is to take 
her place on the Panama route until 
the other steamers now fitting out 
East arrive, when a new system will 
be inaugurated, and a fleet of iron screw 
steamers staunch, safe and comfortable 
in every respect, will take the place of 
the wooden, side-wheel steamers.

Com pulsory Eduoation. 
Senator Finney has introduced a 
substitute for Senate bill No. 18, and 
the friends of compulsory education 
are endeavoring to secure its adoption. 
Not content with providing public 
schools where tuition may be had 
without cost, the advocates of pa­ 
rental government- propose that the 
State shall step into the family, and 
overturning the authority of the 
parent, dictate how and when his 
children shall be educated. As if we 
had not officers enough, ail Inquisito­ 
rial Board of Inspectors and Truant 
Officers is provided for, and fines and 
penalties are denounced against any 
one who may, In the opinion of these 
inquisitors, fail to give their children 
the proper education. So far as com­ 
pulsory education has been tried in 
this country it has proved a failure, 
and we are confident it must fail in 
any but a despotic government. There 
where the theory is that the people 
belong to the government, it may do; 
but here where we act on a directly 
contrary idea and hold that the gov­ 
ernment belongs to the people, they 
will be slow to allow school officials to 
interfere with the family manage­ 
ment. 


The Duty on Tropical Fruits- 
It has been claimed that the remis­ 
sion of duties on tropical fruits, that 
has caused our orange and lemon- 
growers so much loss during the past 
season, was all due to a mistake in 
engrossing the bill, by which in leav­ 
ing out a comma, the language of the 
act was entirely changed. Whether it 
is true or not that this was an acci­ 
dent, the fruit importers are making 
an effort to get the duty removed. A 
delegation of importers were before 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
on the 4th instant, and made an argu­ 
ment in favor of putting these fruits 
on the free list, but it is gratifying t6 
us to be able to state that they received 
very little encouragement, the opinion 
of the majority of the committee be­ 
ing adverse to granting their prayer. 


The Duty on Still W ines. 
The Committee on Ways and Means 
is still hammering away at the duty 
on still wines. We announced some 
time since that the committee had 
agreed on fifty cents a gallon and two 
dollars a case as the proper rate, but 
this of course is not satisfactory to the 
ring that has been evading the tariff 
by importing wines for instillation, 
and their counsel is of course working 
against its adoption. On the 4th, an 
argument was made before the com­ 
mittee against the rate agreed on. The 
merchants have, however, given up 
their effort to secure an ad valorem 
duty, and profess to be willing to have 
the rate fixed at forty cents a gallon 
and $1 60 a case. 


Honors to the Memory of Sumner. 
In the Senate on Thursday the gal­ 
leries were crowded before the hour of 
meeting. At the close of the Chap­ 
lain’s prayer, Senator Anthony rose 
and said: “Mr. President, in the ab­ 
sence of the Senator upon whom this 
sad duty duly appertains, but who is 
detained from the Senate by illness, 
the Senator from Rhode Island has 
been requested to make to you a for­ 
mal announcement of the event which 
my heart refuses to accept, and which 
my lips hesitate to disclose. It is an 
evil which needs not the announce­ 
ment, for its dark shadow rests gloom­ 
ily upon this chamber, and not only 
upon the Senate and Capitol, but upon 
the whole country, and the intelli­ 
gence, which has already been carried 
to the remotest lands, has aroused the 
profoundest sympathy 
manity wanted tor a fr wherever hu- 
friend; wherever 
Iversity. 
“The oldest member of this body in 
liberty deplores an adversity. 
»ld< ‘ 
continuous service, he who yesterday 
was the oldst—beloved for tne graces 
of his personal character, admired for 
his genius and accomplishments, re­ 
vered for the fidelity with which he 
adhered to his convictions, illustrious 
for his services to the Republic and 
thp world—has crossed the dark river 
that divides us from the undiscovered 
country. Charles Sumner died yester­ 
day: to-day, in humble submission to 
the Divine will, we meet to express 
our respect for his character and ven­ 
eration for his memory. To-morrow, 
with sorrowing steps and with sorrow- 
hearts, we shall bear him to that Mas­ 
sachusetts which he has served so 
faithfully, and which loved him so 
well; and to her soil, precious with the 
dust of patriotism and valor, of letters 
and of art, of statesmen and eloquence, 
we shall commit the body of one who 
is worthy to rest by the side of the 
noblest and best of those who in the 
centuries of her history have made 
her the model of a free common­ 
wealth. But the great duty which 
illustrates his life shall not die with 
him; and never shall the earth cover 
the immortal principles to which he 
devoted every energy of his soul—the 
consummation and vindication of 
which was his highest reward—a 
reward which he was permitted to wit­ 
ness.“Mr. President, this is not the time, 
nor is it any office of mine, to pro­ 
nounce the words that are due to this 
event. A future hour and a mode fit­ 
ting its utterance shall interpret to 
the American people the affectionate 
respect of the Senate to our dead asso­ 
ciate, and the homage which it renders 
his life and character.” 
When Anthony concluded, he of­ 
fered a resolution, that the Senate at­ 
tend the funeral in the Senate cham­ 
ber to-morrow; and, that a committee 
be appointed to accompany the re­ 
mains to Massachusetts. 
Schurz said he could say nothing 
now, but he moved to amend the res­ 
olution offered by Anthony, so as to 
invite the House of Representatives to 
attend the funeral ceremonies in the 
Senate Chamber to-morrow. 
Conk ling made a few remarks in 
favor of the resolution, and said he 
could add nothing to the touching and 
eloquent tribute of Anthony. 
Sehurz’s amendment was then adopt­ 


ed, and the resolution, as amended, 
was agreed to. 
, 
On motion of Anthony, the Presi­ 
dent pro tern, was directed to appoint 
the Senate committee, contemplated 
in the resolution, after adjournment; 
and the Senate then adjourned. 
The Committee on Arrangements 
was to meet the next morning at 10 
o’clock at the house of Mr. Sumner 
and, with the Massachusetts delega­ 
tion and Seargant-at-Arms of the 
Senate, accompany the remains to the 
Capitol. The body will lie in state in 
the rotunda of the Capitol until a few 
minutes before 12:30 o’clock, when it 
will be conveyed to the Senate cham­ 
ber, preceded by the Chaplains of both 
Houses of Congress and the Congres­ 
sional Funeral Committees. The Sen­ 
ate chamber is draped in mourning 
and extra chairs have been placed on 
the fioor for the accommodation of the 
members of the House of Representa­ 
tives and the families of Senators. 
The President and members of the 
Cabinet and the Judges of the Su­ 
preme Court, who have byen invited 
to attend, will occupy seats in the 
semi-circle in front of the Vice-Presi­ 
dent’s desk. With the exception of 
the diplomatic gallery, the other gal- 
laries, which are wholly reserved, will 
be open to the public. The services, 
which will consist of brief prayers and 
readings from scripture, will be con­ 
ducted by the Rev. B. Sunderland, 
Chaplain of the Senate, and the Rev. 
J. G. Butler, Chaplain of the House. 
By special request no remarks will be 
made on the occasion. After the ser­ 
vices the remains will be conveyed to 
the Baltimore and Potomac Railroad 
depot, accompanied by the members 
of the Senate and House, and will fol­ 
low the regular train by special for 
Boston. Besides the members of the 
Congressional committees appointed 
to accompany the remains to Boston, 
they wiH also be accompanied by 
Major Poor and olher personal friends 
of the deceased. It is said the body 
will not stop in New York. On its 
arrival in Boston it will lie in state in 
Faneuil Hall. The following commit­ 
tee on the part of the Senate accom­ 
pany the remains to Boston: Anthony, 
Schurz, Sherman, Oglesby and Merri- 
man. 
At 12:30 P. M. the House w as notifi­ 
ed of the resolutions adopted by the 
Senate. E. R. Hoar made some brief 
remarks and then offered the resolu­ 
tions which had been previously 
agreed upon by the Massachusetts 
delegation. These were adopted. A 
special committee was appointed, and 
the House adjourned amid the most 
profound silence. 
The special committee on the part of 
the House met immediately, and it 
was agreed that all of them would ac­ 
company the remains to Boston, three 
of the committee being also members 
of the Waya and Means Committee. 
The latter adjourned until Wednesday 
morning next, by which time it is ex­ 
pected they will have returned. 
Dispatches of the 13th state that the 
remains of Senator Sumner were re­ 
moved that]forenoou from his late res­ 
idence to the Capitol. The committee 
of arrangements and the committee to 
escort the remains to Massachusetts, 
together with the pall-bearers and the 
Massachusetts Congressional delega­ 
tion, with their families, met at the 
house some time previous. Some 
ladies laid upon the casket a large 
floral cross, and a sympathizing friend 
two immense fern leaves. 
The casket containing the remains 
was placed in a hearse drawn by four 
white horses, and this was followed by 
150 colored men on foot, including 
Fred. Douglass, Pinchbeck of Louisi­ 
ana, and John F. Cook, Register of the 
District, the Congressional Commit­ 
tees, and the Massachusetts delegation 
and their families, as mourners, and 
others took their places in carriages. 
When the procession arrived at the 
Capitol, the coffin was placed in the 
rotunda on a dais, and was covered 
with floral tributes from various 
persons. The face of the distinguished 
dead was visible through a glass, and 
showed some discoloration. The body 
was dressed in a suit of black, the 
hands resting on the breast. There 
was an immense crowd on the west 
side of the Capitol—many colored per 
sons and many women dressed in deep 
mourning. Tne crowd about the gal­ 
leries was the largest ever seen there, 
while the galleries of the Senate were 
filled to repletion long before 11 o’clock 
and many hundreds were unable to 
gain admission. At noon the crowd 
was still thronging all the approaches 
to the Capitol. At an early hour Gen­ 
eral Sherman, accompanied by his 
staff, General McDowell and other 
high officers of the army, and Admiral 
Lee and other prominent officers of 
the navy, entered the Senate Chamber 
in full uniform *nd were assigned seats 
behind the bar. Shortly after the Di­ 
plomatic Corps, in citizpn’s firess, made 
their appearance, and were conducted 
to reserved seats on the floor of the 
Senate, immediately behind the seats 
left vacant for the Justices of the Su­ 
preme Court, and adjoining those re­ 
served for the House Conimittee ap­ 
pointed to attend the funeral, Among 
them were Sir Edward Thornton, Ad­ 
miral Polo and Baron Lederer, 
At 12 o’clock the catafalque was 
brought in and placed in front of the 
Vice-President’s desk, The principal 
mourners, consisting of the Massachu­ 
setts Congressional delegation, Ben. 
Perley Poore, and other intimate 
friends of the deceased, entered short­ 
ly after and were assigned seats to the 
left of the Vice-President’s table. 
President pro tem. Carpenter then 
called the Senate to order, and Rev. 
Byron Sunderland, Chaplain ot the 
Senate, offered up a brief prayer, after 
which the journal was read and Buck­ 
ingham moved that the adjournment 
of the Senate be till Tuesday next. 
Agreed to. At this point the mem­ 
bers of the House entered, haded by 
Speaker Blaine, and were ©signed 
seats on the rignt of the Vict-Presi- 
dent’s chair. The Justices of tje Su- 
reme Court next entered, attred in 
_e judicial robes, and at 12:3ipresi- 
dent Grant and the Cabinet arived 
and were assigned seats to the fight 
ot the chair, next to the memb.rs of 
the Supreme Court. The Comnittee 
of Arrangements and pall-bearen im­ 
mediately afterward entered, preced­ 
ed by Rev. Dr. Sunderland,and folow- 
ed by the casket, borne by six poice- 
men, white and colored. As tlnrc- 
mains were borne to the catafalue 
and the solemn procession marcled 
in, Dr. Sunderland repeated, “I *» 
the resurection and the life,” etc. lie 
casket was placed on the catafalqu, 
and a cross composed of lilies, cam- 
lias and white rose-buds, by MU 
Grant, placed upon it. Rev. Dr. But 
ler, Chaplain of the House of Repre 
sentatives, then read a portion of the 
Scriptures, and offered a fervent pray­ 
er. Dr. Sunderland followed, with 
reading from the Scriptures, conclud­ 
ing the services with.the Lord’s Prayer 
and a benediction. 
Vice-President pro tem. Carpenter 
said: “Now the Senate of the United 
States intrusts the remains of Charles 
Sumner to its Sergeant-at-Arms and 
the Committee appointed to oonvey 
them to his home, there to commit 
them, earth to earth, ashes to ashes,

dust to dust, in the soil of the Com­ 
mon wealth of Massachusetts. Peace 
to his ashes.” 
The coffin was then closed and re­ 
moved from the chambo/, followed by 
the Committee appointed by the Sen­ 
ate and by the House to accompany 
the remains to Boston, every one 
standing as the coffin was removed. 
The coffin was carried out of the en­ 
trance of the Senate-wing of the Capi­ 
tol, deposited in the hearse, and, at­ 
tended by mounted police, was fol­ 
lowed to the Baltimore and Potomac 
Railroad depot by a procession of the 
members of the Civil Rights League, 
a colored organization of this city, 
headed by Fred. Douglas and ox-Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Pinchbaek. Next 
followed carriages in charge of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, the first containing 
the conimittee of the Senate and the 
House appointed to accompany the 
remains to Boston on a special train, 
which will start from Washington at 
3 P. M.

The California Cotton Crop. 
The Bulletin of a late date says: 
The greater portion, if not all, of the 
cotton crop of this State for 1873 1ms 
been marketed and shipped. The re­ 
ceipts of cotton in this city from the 
interior since the commencement of 
the 
last 
cotton-picking season, 
amount to about 250,000 pounds. 
These figures probably represent the 
total quantity of cotton raised last 
year, and show a considerable gain as 
compared witli the cotton crop of 1872, 
which did not exceed over 100,000 
pounds. This is a remarkable increase 
ami makes an exceedingly favorable 
showing for this particular branch of 
of our agricultural interests. It evinces 
how well founded have been the con­ 
victions of those who have staunchly 
maintained the adaptability of the soil 
and climate of this State to cotton 
culture. During the year 1872 there 
was a large area of land planted with 
cotton in the vicinity of Bakersfield, 
upon which fibre wa9 raised. The 
venture proved disastrous to the per­ 
sons engaged in it, partly owing to 
late planting and partly in conse­ 
quence of their own inexperience, and 
the experiment was not renewed. 
The business of cotton-planting dur­ 
ing the past year was confined to the 
experiments made on the banks of 
Mariposa creek and Merced river, 
and which embraced an area of about 
GOO acres. There were between 300 
and 400 acres in the vicinity of Center­ 
ville, Fresno county, planted with cot­ 
ton last Spring, but grasshoppers de­ 
stroyed most of the plants at an early 
stage in their growth. The yield was 
consequently about 250 pounds ginned 
cotton to the acre, about the same per 
acre as the greatest yield obtained in 
any of the plantations during the pre­ 
vious year. The crop was sold in this 
city at an average of 151 cents per 
pound, which, after deducting com­ 
mission and brokerage, woqld leave a 
very handsome profit to the planter. 
Thus, everything considered, the crop 
picked was a much better one last 
year than that of any previous year; 
and although the quantity of cotton 
raised was small as compared with 
other native products, yet it was suffi­ 
cient to establish the feasibility of suc­ 
cessfully cultivating it. There are 
many localities in the State besides 
those in which cotton is already cul­ 
tivated where experts in cotton-plant­ 
ing believe it can be raised with profit, 
and which aVe regarded as being bet­ 
ter adapted for cotton-culture than for 
the purposes to which they are de­ 
voted. Notwithstanding the unsuc­ 
cessful experiments in cotton-planting 
at Bakersfield, experienced planters 
maintain that the low lands of Kern 
and Tulare counties, particularly that 
S 
art known as the Kern river delta, is 
etter adapted for cotton than the very 
best lands thus employed in the South­ 
ern States. There are various sections 
in the southern counties where it Is 
believed cotton cau be cultivated with 
greater profit to the planter than any 
other product, Experiments have 
been made in a small way so far down 
as the lower boundary line of the State 
and the most satisfactory results ob­ 
tained. Some of the valleys adjacent 
to the great Colorado Desert, through 
which Texan immigrants traveled on 
their way hither, are, during the 
proper season of the year, white with 
blooming cotton growing wild, which 
has sprung up from seeds dropped by 
these Immigrants while on their jour­ 
ney. This is particularly the case in 
the Cabezón valley. The staple is long, 
fine and firm. Those who have trav­ 
eled over the country surrounding the 
desert are unanimous in the opinion 
that there are extensive tracts which 
can at any time be turned to profitable 
account through the cultivation of cot­ 
ton. The development of the industry 
may be slow, but it is by no means 
improbable that before very many 
years shall have passed, cotton will 
cut quite a prominent figure among 
tlrn agricultural productions of the 
State. Already we hear of arrange­ 
ments being made to plant an exten­ 
sive tract on tne banks of Jurapa 
creek, San Bernardino county, with 
cotton next year, experiments made 
there during lust year having resulted 
in the production of a staple represent­ 
ed to be l,a9 soft as thistle-down and 
as fine as gossamer thread.”

A Sad Story. 


An Indianapolis gentleman who 
came in from Crawfordsville last eve­ 
ning, gives the particulars of the death 
of a lady in that city, Hunday night, 
under peculiarly distressing circum­ 
stances. A few nights since the rail­ 
road ticket office of that place was 
robbed of tickets. An employee saw 
the thieves as they were escaping, and 
recognized one of them as a lad by the 
name of O’Neil—Michael, he thought 
his first name was—and as soon as the 
robbery was discovered, lodged the in­ 
formation with the authorities. On 
Sunday night a warrant for the boy’s 
arrest was placed in the hands of a 
couple o f policemen, who proceeded 
without delay to the residence of his 
parents, and made known the nature 
of their errand. 
Mrs. O’Neal, a woman of about forty 
years of age and mother of six children, 
one of whom was a babe, when she 
heard the story vehemently denied 
that her boy could h ate been guilty of 
the crime with which he was charged. 
So excited did she become that she 
finally fainted away, and on being re­ 
stored to consciousness agai n relapsed 
into a swoon. On recovering from the 
second nervous attack, Mrs. O’Neal 
leaded with the officers not to take 
ter son away, protesting with all a 
m other’s power that he was guiltless. 
The police at lost consented to go with 
the boy to the man who had given the 
information, and if be failed to ideutify 
him he would bo brought back imme­ 
diately. 
The policeman, who was 
deeply troubled by the scene, hurried 
away and aroused the man, who an-

nounced th at he was the wrong boy. 
rejoicing they started back, 
but before they had proceeded far they

were met by Mr. O'Neal, who Informed 
them that his wife was dead—had 
died from the Btroke of hearing of her 
child’s disgraoe, as Bhe supposed.—

Terrible Experience. 


The brutal murder of Mrs. R. Q. 
Strong, of Mendocino county, about 
the middle of February last, was the 
second act In a terrible drama. Dur­ 
ing the Hummer of 1806 Mr. Strong 
and his wife came across the plains in 
their own conveyance, und settled in 
Amador county. They were plain peo­ 
ple, accustomed to farming life, and 
therefote avoided cities, and as a 
m atter of choice resided in the coun­ 
try. For a year or more the couple 
lived on a dairy ranch. In 1808 Mr. 
Strong secured by a pre-emption a 
ranch of 200 acres in Mendocino county 
about forty miles from Ukiali, between 
kiberwood and fjong Valley, 011 what 
is known as the Sherwood Ridge. 
Here the couple lived in calm content­ 
ment for a few years, and succeeded in 
clearing out the undergrowth and 
creating a bright and beautiful home. 
In an evil hour, two men named Giger 
and Alexander, stock-raisers, appeared 
on the scene, locating near the Strong 
ranch. 
Giger and Alexander were 
selfish, grasping men, who were bent 
on the acquisition of wealth and spared 
110 one who happened to stand in their 
way. These men cast envious glances 
at the Strong ranch and finally ap­ 
proached Mr. Strong and expressed a 
desire to purchase his land. He de­ 
clined to sell the ranch at any figure, 
saying that his wife and himself were 
getting advanced in life, each being 
over fifty years of age, and did not care 
about roaming about the country 
any more. Subsequently Mr. Strong 
obtained a hold 011 the land adjoining 
liis premises, to the annoyance of 
Giger and Alexander, who had been 
watching an opportunity to secure the 
same tract. Giger and Alexander re­ 
peatedly approached Strong and of­ 
fered to purchase his ranch, and upon 
his refusal to sell out they uttered 
threats of vengeance. Tliey vowed he 
must accede to their terms or flee from 
the country. Strong paid little heed 
to the threats of these men, and mani­ 
fested a disposition to pursue the even 
tenor of his w ay. But Giger and Alex­ 
ander determined not to be baulked of 
their game. They conceived a hellish 
plot to ruin Strong and immediately 
carried it into execution. A cow was 
slaughtered in a clump of trees about a 
mile from Strong’s house. The car­ 
cass of the animal was found atapoint 
where Strong was in the habit of get­ 
ting out rails, picketsand posts for use 
at the ranch, and at the very time lie 
was engaged in hauling lumber from 
the clump. 
Giger and 
Alexander 
charged Strong with the crime and 
succeeded in creating a strong feeling 
against him among his neighbors. A 
mob finally came to his house and ar­ 
rested him without the formality of 
legal proceedings. W hile on the way 
to Ukiali, Mr. Strong escaped from the 
gang of men who had him in custody, 
and retu rned to his ranch. He then 
wrote to tiie nearest constable that lie 
would surrender himself upon the pro­ 
duction of a warrant. The arrest was 
made in due form aud Mr. Strong was 
held to answer in the sum of $500. He 
was afterwards indicted, tried, con­ 
victed 011 the testimony of Giger and 
Alexander, and sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for five years ill the State Prison, 
whither he was sent 011 the 12th of 
July, 1873. 
Having effectually disposed of the 
head of the household, Giger and Alex­ 
ander turned their attention to Mrs. 
Strong. She was found dead in a deep 
gorge thvee miles from her house ou 
the 28th of February. The fiends had 
shot her through the hack and left 
side of the head, 
the ball passing 
through and fracturing the skull over 
the right eye, remaining just under the 
frontal bone. She was attired in a 
night dress, calico wrapper, shoes and 
stockings. The body had been con­ 
cealed in a creek and weighed down 
with stones. The discovery intensified 
the excitement caused by the mysteri­ 
ous disappearance of Mrs. Strong, a 
few days previous, and speculations as 
to the murderers occupied the minds 
of the people. Suspicion pointed to 
Giger and Alexander as the guilty per­ 
sons and soon enough evidence was pro­ 
cured to warrant the arrest c f the men. 
Slowly the chain of circumstantial 
evidence has unwound itself, until at 
present writing Giger and Alexander 
have been placed in a position from 
which escape seems impossible. The 
plot to dispose of Strong, the charge 
against him and his imprisonment, 
and the cruel death of Mrs. Strong, are 
all recorded against Giger and Alex­ 
ander, and proof in support thereof is 
not wanting. The people of Mendo­ 
cino, convinced that Mr. Strong has 
been the victim of relentless persecu­ 
tion, have framed a petition to Gover­ 
nor Bootli for the pardon of Strong, 
and the entire sentiment of the com­ 
munity in which lie resided is favor­ 
able to the release of the prisoner at 
the earliest moment. A few days 
since a reporter of the Bulletin called 
upon Strong at the State Prison, and 
obtained from him the m ain features 
of this narrative. The convict has the 
appearance and manners of an honest 
farmer and a man of the very best in­ 
stincts. 
He is over fifty years of age, 
and bears the traces of a life of active 
labor in the open air. His address is 
pleasant, however, and he creates a 
favorable impression among officers 
and convicts. His behavior has been 
unexceptionable since he entered the 
prison, and the officers, since the cor­ 
roboration of his story, do not hesitate 
to say that he ought never to have 
been sent there. The reader must ad­ 
m it that the experience of the Strongs 
is invested with a dram atic interest 
that is seldom known in any series of 
incidents in real life. 


A Fearful Ride. 


A daring feat was performed on last 
Saturday night, between Em igrant 
Gap and Blue Cation, by Thomas 
Forsyth, who is engineer on 
the 
snow-plow 
locomotive No. 75. 
It 
seems th at the snow-plow and five en­ 
gines left Em igrant Gap in the even­ 
ing to clear away the snow to Blue 
Cafiou so that the up-bound passenger 
(rain could get through. W hen within 
two and three-quarters of a mile of 
Blue Cafion, the four rear locomo­ 
tives ran off the track, as did also the 
tender of the forward locomotive. It 
was storming at a fearful rate and the 
snow lay on the track to the depth of 
from two to three feet. No help could 
be expected from the passenger en­ 
gines at Blue Cafion to pull the ditched 
engines on the track again, unless the 
snow could be forced through first and 
clear the track. The only ray of hope 
to speedily raise the blockade was In 
getting the tender of locomotive No. 
75 on the rails again and using the full 
power of the single engine in making 
an opening through to Blue Cafion and 
getting the assistance of the three pas­ 
senger engines. By dint of almost su- 
superhuman exertions and a crew of 
nearly one hundred men, N att Webb, 
Superintendent of the snow-plow de­ 
partment, soon had the unlucky tender 
on the rails again. Steam on the en­ 
gine had been nursed up in the mean­ 
time until the pressure Indicated 130 
pounds to the square inch. W hen all 
was ready for a trial, W ebb told engi­ 
neer Forsyth that he m ust make Blue 


Cafion or land his snow-plow, engine 
and tender at the bottom of the Amer­ 
ican River Cafion. Thethrottle-valve 
was thrown wide open, the engine and 
the forty-ton plow in front, started 
forward on the steep down grade as if 
impelled by the force of gunpowder. 
Fortunately, immediately in front of 
the plow, for a hundred'yards or so, 
tlie track was comparatively free from 
snow, and the locomotive was under 
headway when it struck the first drift. 
On it flew with irresitlble force at the 
rate of nearly a mile a minute, dashing 
the snow fifty feet in the air as if it liad 
been but the lightest spray. Around 
tin* steep curves it circled and swept 
with full head of steam, crowded to Its 
utmost speed. Superintendent Webb 
had telegraphed to Blue Cafiou in ad­ 
vance to have the switch turned so as 
to throw the plow on a side track, and 
thus avoid a collision with the passen­ 
ger train. The result of the trial was 
watched with “ bated breath ” by the 
men who were with the <1 itcheil en­ 
gines, and by parties at Blue Cafion 
who were told what was going 011. All 
seemed lo understand the extreme 
peril of the ride, and that if the engine 
or snow-plow jumped the track certain 
death at the bottom of the cafion 
awaited the daring men on board. Ill 
just three minutes from the time For­ 
syth received the command to “ Go,” 
a dispatch came back to Webb—“ No. 
75 has arrived, all right.” The dis­ 
tance, it will be remembered, was two 
and three-fourths miles. Webb com­ 
municated the glad tidings to his men, 
and all united in three rousing cheers 
for Forsyth and the daring feat he had 
accomplished. The enthusiasm of the 
moment was so catching that even the 
seventy-five stolid Mongolian laboréis 
present mingled their shrill yells in 
the general chorus of cheers. It would 
be unjust for us to omit to mention 
that W alter Robb, during that light­ 
ning ride of three minutes, was at his 
post 011 the snow-plow in front. But 
it made little difference where a man 
rode on that train. It was certain 
death in front or rear in case of acci­ 
dent.

About two years ago aMissouri river 
steamboat left Fort Fenton with a 
party of tough and well-to-do miners 
011 board. There were also among the 
passengers three or four “brace men,” 
and before arriving at Sioux City they 
had generally cleaned out the pockets 
of the miners. The boat stopped at 
Sioux City to wood up, aud found, 
among others waiting to get on board, 
a mlnisterial-looking personage, with 
the longest and most solemn counte­ 
nance that could be well imagined.

On Sunday lost a party of gentlemen 
from this city and a H e r a l d Orange­ 
man paid a visit to the extensive nur­ 
sery and orange orchard of Dr. Shaw, 
on San Pedro street, one of the finest 
nurseries in the county. Reports of 
the wonderfully exhuberaut growth of 
oranges in our valley are so frequent 
that there is now little novelty in such 
reports; but in our limited depredatory 
visits to orange orchards we have 
never observed such profusion of fruit 
as were upon some treesat Mr. Shaw’s. 
Mr. Petrovich, the fruit dealer, who 
has purchased Mr. Shaw’s entire 
orange crop of this year, estimated the 
number upon one of the trees at two 
thousand. 
A test of their quality by 
the visitors proved them to be fault­ 
less in that regard. Mr. Petrovich has 
shipped 45,000 from this orchard, and 
has a larger portion of the crop yet to 
pick.

Compulsory Education. 


Substitute for Senate bill No. 118, 
introduced by Mr. Finney of Alameda 
—An act to enforce the educational 
rights of children. 
The people of the State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do ehact as follows: 
Section 1. Every parent, guardian 
or other person in the State of Califor­ 
nia having control and charge of any 
child or children between the ages of 
eight and fourteen years, shall be re­ 
quired to send any such child or chil­ 
dren to a public school for a period of 
at least two-thirds of the time during 
which a public school shall be taught 
in each city, or city and county, or 
school district, in each school year, 
commencing on the first day of July 
in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-four, at 
least twelve weeks of wbicn shall be 
oonaacutive, unless such child or chil­ 
dren are excused from such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, 
or city and county, ór of the Trustees 
of the sehool district in which such 
parents, guardians, or other persons 
reside, upon its being shown to their 
satisfaction that his or her bodily or 
mental condition has been such as to 
prevent attendance at school, or appli­ 
cation to study, for the period required, 
or that the parents or guardians are 
extremely poor, or sick, or that such 
child or children are taught in a pri­ 
vate school, or at home, in such 
branches as are usually taught in the 
primary schools of this State, or have 
already acquired a good knowledge of 
such branches; provided, in case h 
public school shall not be taught for 
three 
months 
during 
the 
year, 
within one mile, by the nearest trav­ 
eled road, of the residence of any per­ 
son within the school district, he shall 
not be liable to the provisions of this 
act. 
Sec. 2. I t shall be the duty of the 
President of each Board of Education, 
and of the Clerk of each Board of Dis­ 
trict Trustees, in the State of Califor­ 
nia, to cause to be posted three notices 
of this law In the most public places 
in the city, or city and county, or in 
the school distriet, or published in one 
newspaper therein for three weeks in 
the month of June in each year, the 
expense of each publication to be paid 
out of the school funds of such city, or 
city and county, or school district, as 
the case may require. 
Seo. 3. In case any parent, guardian 
or other person shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this act, said 
E 
arent, guardian or other person shall 
e deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,and 
shall be liable to a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars ($20 00); and for the sec­ 
ond and each subsequent offense the 
fine shall not be less than twenty dol­ 
lars ($20 00), nor more than fifty dol­ 
lars ($50 00); and the parent, guardian 
or other person so convicted shall pay 
all costs. Each such fine shall be paid 
to the Clerk of the proper Board of 
Education, or of the District Trustees. 
Sec. 4. And it shall be the duty of 
the Clerk of each Board of Education, 
and of each Board of District Trustees, 
on complaint of any teacher or tax­ 
payer, to prosecute all offenses occur­ 
ring under the provisions of this act; 
ana any Clerk neglecting to prosecute 
such offense within ten (10) days after 
a written notice has been served on 
him by any teacher or taxpayer within 
the limits of the authority of said 
Board, unless the person so complained 
of shall be excused by the proper 
School Board, shall himself be liable 
to a fine of not less than twenty ($20) 
dollars, nor more than fifty ($50) dol­ 
lars, which fine shall be prosecuted for 
find in the name of The People of the 
State of California, and the one so col­ 
lected shall be paid over to the Clerk 
of the Board of Education, or Trustees 


of the proper city, or city and county, 
or school district, to be accounted for 
as in section three of this act; and in 
case such prosecution fail, the expenses 
thereof shall be paid out of the Hchool 
Fund of the city, or city and county, 
or school district, in which the case 
arose. 
Sec. 5. And it shall be the duty of 
the Census Marshal to furnish each 
Board of Education, and of District 
Trustees, with a complete list of all 
children living within the jurisdiction 
of said Board, and to note on such lists 
all children not attending colleges, 
college schools, private schools, or be­ 
ing taught at home, who are liable to 
the provisions of this act; and each 
teacher teaching within the limits of

and 
shall call such list each morning 
on the opening of school, and note the 
absentees, and the reason of such 
absence, if any; and at the close of 
each term of twelve weeks shall make 
a full report to the Board of Education, 
or of District Trustees, of all such 
cases of absence, with the names, 
both of children and parents, guardi­ 
ans, or other persons having such 
children in charge; and said Board 
shall thereupon forthwith proceed to 
prosecute such parents, guardians, or 
other persons, according to the provis­ 
ions of this act. 
Sec. 6. And whereas the State has 
provided an institution for the gratui­ 
tous instruction of all resident deaf and 
dumb, or blind children, between the 
ages of six and twenty-one years, 
every parent or guardian of any child 
or children afflicted with deafness or 
blindness, shall be required, under the 
penalties hereinbefore specified,to send 
such child or children to said institu­ 
tion for a period of not less than five 
years, unless such child or children 
shall have been excused by the au­ 
thorities, and on the grounds specified 
in section one of this act. 
Sec. 7. And the Board of Education 
of each city, or city and county, and 
the Board of Trustees of each school 
district, in thisfState, shall have power 
to appoint a Board of School Inspectors 
of one or more persons, for each such 
city, or city and county, or school dis­ 
trict, who shall perform such duties in 
the inspection or all public and private 
schools within the jurisdictio > of said 
Board, as the interests of education 
may seem to require, and to require of 
said Inspectors such reports of tne con­ 
dition of said schools as may be neces­ 
sary to a fuli and complete knowledge 
of the methods, thoroughness, and ex­ 
tent of instruction given in said 
schools. The Board of Education in 
any city containing not less than ten 
thousand 
inhabitants, 
shall 
have 
power, in its discretion, to appoint one 
or more persons, who shall be called 
“Truant Officers,” who may be re­ 
moved a t the pleasure of the Board, 
and whose duty it shall be to report 
the names of all persons who sball 
neglect to comply with the provisions 
of this act, to any Justice of the Peace 
or Police Judge, and shall assist in the 
prosecution of such persons. He shall 
also report to the parents or guardians 
of any child, any neglect or refusal of 
any child to attend any public orcom- 
mon school upon which such child 
shall have been in attendance, either 
when such neglect or refusal is of his 
own knowledge, or when requested so 
to do by the teacher of such school. 
Sec. 8. Any Justice of the Peaoe of 
the proper city, or city and county, or 
school district, shall have jurisdiction 
of all offenses committed under the 
provisions of this act. 
Sec. 9. The provisions of this act 
shall apply only to incorporated cities, 
towns, villages, and school districts 
containing one hundred census chil­ 
dren. 
Sec. 10. This act shall be in force 
and effect from and after the first day 
of July, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four.
